BRITAIN AND EGYPT 
FAIL TO AGREE.

FRIENDLINESS ATTAINED BUT

LORD JELLICOE CRITICISES 
REDUCTIONS. 


DANGEROUS SACRIFICES, 
London, Yesterday. 
. ‘The naval treaty was hotly'criti- 
cited ‘inthe House of Lords. Vis- 
count Bridgeman asserted that 
the Government had missed the 
opportunity of reducing the size 
of battleships, and accused the 
Government of disregarding: the 
advice of the Sea Lord in consent- 
ing to the dangerous reduction of 
British.crulser strength, 


Lord Jellicoe said that the con- 
ference had reduced the British 
Navy, but had not éffected the re- 
duction of any other nations, and 
cited wartime experiences in an 
effort to show that: 50 cruisers 
were totally inadequate to defend 
British maritime interests, ° 
+ Lord: Parmoor, replying, des- 
eribed the reduction of the navy 
as a.debt of honour undertaken in 
the League Covenant. He thought 
that the other nations were in the 
same position, but it was wrong 
to argue that because another 
nation did not do what it should 
we should not do so. They had 
attained two great results, name- 
ly, the safety and security of their 
country and’ a. splendid ‘friendli- 
ness between ourselves and 
America and Japan, The confer-

HARTLEPOOLS’ | 
TRADE. - 


| PROGRESSIVE PORT POLICY 
URGED. 


A strong appeal for a progres- 
sive policy in connection with tho 
port of the Hartlepools was made 
by the President of the Hartlepools 
Chamber of Commerce,. Alderman 
Charles Macfarlane, at the annual 
meeting of the Chamber: 

The President commented upon 
the fluetuating character . of the 
trade of the port during the past 
60 yours, and. observed that many 
traded had concentratod their 
activities at other ports. ‘ So far 
an the Tartlepoola was concerned, 


.they.could only do the beat possible 
avith the trade at their disposal. 


Tt ‘was, however, vitally _im- 
portant that the status‘ of the 
drt should be maintained so far 
as the depth of water available was 
concerned. More and more ships, 
suid Alderman Macfarlane, were 
being built with bigger draft of 
water when loaded, and any porta 
which did not provide in time the 
novessiary depth of water would 
havo to tnke secondary -places, 

On the Tees, Wear, and elsewhere 
cminently progressive” policies 
were being pursued by the ‘ port 


‘authorities, who appeared to be 


anxious to provide not only for 
present requirements’ but for the 
possible needs of shipping «for 
years ahead. The London and 
North-Eastern Railway, Company

REMARKS .OF RETIRING CHIEF

“I received a very kind welcome 
here in January, 1927, and I was 
then very sensible of the great 
reaponsibility attaching to, the 
office to which I had the privilege 
of being appointed. I have en- 
deavoured to. cope with that 
responsibility and in so far as I 
have succeeded I.owe it to my col- 
leagues and to you gentlemen in 
legal’ profession who have 
helped me to do my work here, 

“E have heard many able argu-

joyed doing my work here, I have 
now come to'the turning point in 
my life and my services are prac-.

The order will serve to fpcus 
attention on the problem of pres- 
sure charging and to afford that 
confirmation of its value with 
four-stroke machinery which many 
engineers and shipowners have 
neaded before employing the sys- 
tem, Lighteen of the new vessels 
will be supercharged, as a result 
of more than a year's experience 
with the “Megara,” details of 
which have ‘from time to time 
been published In, The Motor 
Ship. 

From the operating standpoint, 
the fact that all the tankers wll 
inaintain 12 knots at sea ‘when 
fully Inden ia a noteworthy depar- 
ture, for practically every motor 
tanker placed on order during the 
pant year haa been designed for 
10% knots to LL knots speed. It 
hes been suggeated “In 
columns several times ‘that tank: 


_ era. will follow-the trend of cargo 


vessels in that speeds will be em- 
ployed higher than those common: 
ly adopted before the Dicsel 
engine made its impress on marine 
propulsion. With supercharging 
this is effected, according to the 
oxperience in the “Megara” (and 
thin will be repeated. in the new 
vessela), by installing machinery 
which, so far aa space and weight 
are concorned, ia {dentical with 
that required for an 11-knot or 
an 11¥%-knot ship. This should 
be reflected in the price, and if 
the figure of £180,000 per ship Is,

ENGINE Wi WEIGHTS. 


Although it wa was ‘stated in the 
Motor Ship a short.time ago that 
the reputed weight of the 50,000 
bhp. machinery of the German 
cruiser Ersatz Preussen (given as 
17 tb. per b.h.p.) was probably in? 
correct, it is noticed that the figure 
has. frequently been repeated in 
recent publications.’ It seems ex- 
tremely doubtful whether such a 
low weight can possibly be obtain. 
ed, and a German naval 
authority, at a meeting of the Ger- 
man Society of Naval Architects, 
stated officially, that'the engine 
would have a weight of 50 lb. per 
bhp.

To say that "yoliability is the 
most neceasary characteristic of 
marine propelling machinery is a 
truism that need. not be stressed, 
Had Diesel engines: not possessed 
it in a@ marked degree they would 
not have progressed so far that 
the motor ship tonnage now puild- 
ing is greatly .{n excess ‘of that 
of steamers. When other argu-. 
ments of thosa who are convinc- 
ed of the superiority of steam 
plant fail, it ia not unusual for 
the criticism. to be made that 
motor: ship machinery is not so 
reliable-as geated-turbines, «Such 
statements ‘haye not been taken 
seriously, for they obviously hayé 
little basfs “since: owners ‘continue 
again and again: to build motor 
vessels after their first experl- 
ence. " : 

This is the reason why, in these 
columns,’ such criticiams have 
been ignored. But we note with 
some surprise, on a recent issue 
of Engineering, the comment— 


“As against the considerable 
experience of motor ships that 
“has been reported -as -satisfac- 

tory, there are rumours, cer- 
tainly -but perhaps naturally 
less explicit, of occasions. on 
which the, complex and costly 
machinery of. motor ships has 
given trouble.” e 


The statement is made in an 
article, which advocates: the wid- 
er use of powdered fuel ‘at sea. 
We have hitherto refrained from 
referring to the numerous 


‘troubles . that occur with steam 


machinery, .but in view of what 
muat be considered as a veiled 
implication’ that motor ship 
machinety is less reliable than 
steam plant, we feel the time has 
arrived for afew facts to bo 
brought forward.: There {s .no 
desire to Indicate that, for in- 
stance, steam turbinds are: unre- 
liable. They are not, and all 
‘machinery is subject to trouble 
at times. But it can be shown 
that of all'the types of engines 
available for ‘propelling .ships, at 
sea at the _Bregont, time,- the in- 
ternal-combystiph ‘motor is ag re- 
Hable as the reciprocating ateam 
engine and boiler, and more reli- 
able than geared turbines, either 
of the high or low-pressure type.

The confidence which was 
then felt in the future of the oil- 
engined vessel has thus been justi~' 
fied, 

The increasing employment ot 
‘motor ' vessels has been regular 
and, apart from 1926-27 when the 
tonnage built was practically 


equivalent to that in the previous |. 


year, and 1922-28, a period of 
acute depression in shipping, the 
production each year has been 
greater than in the previous, 12 
months, Our records for steam- 
ers go back only to July, 1922, but 


from that date onwards the|- 


world’s tleet of steam-driven ships 
-has remained ‘practically. station- 
ary in size. In fact, the last pub- 
lished figures show that the ton- 
nage in operation is slightly less 
than was the case eight years ‘ago, 
whilst motor vessels of 5,000,000 
tons were added. It should be re- 
marked that during the two pre- 
vious years .ending July, 1920, 
and July, 1921, respectively, a 
very large tonnage of steamers 
was built (this representing -the 
voom period after the war) and it 
was then that steamer construc. 
tion reached its’ pinnacle; since 
that time it has done no more 
than make up the losses of ob- 
solescence and destruction at sea, 

Even allowing for.the fact that 
no motor ships have reached the 
period when it is economical to 
break them up, and therefore the 
vessels‘ built during one year re- 
present a net addition to the 
world’s ‘fleet, the rapidity and 
steadiness in the growth of the 
employment of such ships in com- 
parison with steamers is clearly 
the ‘outstanding feature in ship- 
building and shipping during the 
last decade. 

It is illuminating to examine the 


figures given in the table in rela-

A’ good deal : of. nonsense has 
been’ written about vibration on 
motor ships, Where vibration has 
arisen, {t has, in mostiinstances, 
been due to the propeller and not 
to the machinery, but taking all 
in all, the vibration on motor 
ships ‘is no more ‘than ‘on any , 
other class of vessel. . There is 
not the Jenat reason why there | 


should be excessive vibration with , 
Diesel motors, which can be and , 


are well balanced; but with every 
vessel there is always a ‘possibi- 


lity of a little vibration due to 
the ‘large number of. variables— 
hull, propeller, auxiliaries and so 
on—upon which vibration is de« 
nendent.

Mr. L. HV. Booth, A.S.P., yeas 
terday afternoon prosceuted three 
Chinese before Mr..A. W. G. HL 
Grantham for “speaking in a pub- 
lic place ina manner caleulated to 
cause a breach of ‘the peace,” 
whilst the third) man was also 
charged with the unlawful posses- 
sion of seditious literature. This 
man was defended by Mr. F. xX. 
d’Almada, 

According to Mr. Booth, the: Aw 
cused collccted a large crowd out- 
uide Blake Pier at 2 pam. on April 
27, First accused was standing on 
a bench, addressing the crowd. 
Chinese Lance-Sergeant C.329, who 
wits attracted by the crowd, ap- 
proached it quietly and heard’ first 
iwecused say in Chinese:: “Down 
with Imperialism.” He repeated 
this phrase several times, and-it was 
tuken up by the-othes' tivo, : 

The Sergeant attempted to arrest 
first accused, but the crowd got out 
af hand, so he blew his whistle. 
The crowd then dispersed and the 
three accused were arrestéed between 
Blake Pier and Douglas Wharf, by 
the Sergeant, assisted by three ‘con- 
stables who. had come up in answer 
\o his whistle. 

After the arrests the first and 
\hird accused’s houses were search- 
cd, and’ in No. 23’s place several 
pamphlets were found,. On the 
vench on which No. 1 was standing 
‘the Police found a red flag. 

The first accused was sentenced 
to thrce months for addressing the 
crowd, whilst the other two were 
‘discharged on the “breach of the 
peace” charge, J . 

With regard, to the seditious 
literature charge against No..3, his 
Worship remarked that the leaflets 
were “ridiculous” and “faltering,” 
ond discharged accused.

A MIRACLE OF GRACE AND 
BEAUTY. 


LIVING ST STATUES, 

In Japan, at’ Springtide, - Is 
staged the beautiful and clasalcal 
Miyako -Odori for which Kyoto is, 
amongat numerous other things, 
‘famous. It was this dance that a 
bevy-of geisha proposed staging on 
the banks of the Potomac. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Wash- 
ington invited the geisha, but. the 
missionaries. raised 4 tremen- 
dous howl, characterizing the 
geisha as prostitutes pure’ and 
simple, and the gelsha, forgetting 
their usual gentility, hit back by 
declaring that now they would not 
wo even if begged and thus “the 
known depravity’. of American 
youth cannot be laid at our doors.’ 


’ The Tea Ceremony. 

This polished, sublime and 
dainty show begins at five every 
afterndon during the month of 
April in a very attractive: building 
and each dance lasts about an 
hour, during which there fs not a 
moment of dullness, with another 
half-hour for the - dignified Tea 
Ceremony. The last time the 
writer had the pleasure of seeing 
this dance, he, with others, was 
ceremoniously ‘ushered into a coms 
fortable and clegant waiting room 
where souvenir programmes were 
distributed, in English and 
j Japanese with pictures of every 
one of the geisha taking part in 
the performance. There were as 
Many as 224 of thein, since there 
were. four companies who change 


; every. four days, each made up of 
\ at least 82 dancers, 12 singers, five’ 


who perform on hand-drums and 
bells, two on larger drums and, one 
To bo chosen to take 


a successful London season. 
While one was scanning the pro- 


: gramme came the invitation to go], 


into the tea room, where narrow, 
bench-like talkles were placed in 
‘rows across and on the sides of 
the room.. Late-comersa had to be 
content with cushions placed on 
the floor, Then came a row of tha 
‘most adorable. Httle Japanese 
maidens, in exquisite kimonos, 
their hair elaborately coiffed and 
highly. be-powdered, They were 
about ‘eight or ten years of age, in 
training to become geisha, and 
these maiko (geisha apprentice) 
twinkled and dimpled irresistibly 
at the rather grotesque efforts of 
some of the foreigners .to: tespond 
to their deep, graceful bows. ' They 
collected the tickets and then 
placed before each of the guests 
Inoko mochi, ‘or rice cake, said to 
prevent illness for a twelve-month. 
Each of us received three. cakes, 
decorated in colours and garnished 
with artificial maple leaves, 
The Rice Cake’s ‘Meaning. 


In ancient’ times inoko mochi 


was made specially on the “inoko 


iwai,” or Pig Celebration Day, and 
was, up to the time uf the Meiji 
Restoration whén . a host ‘of old 
customs were swept ovérboard, one 
of the most. important. annual. 
celebrations held at the Imperial 
Court and in the household of the 
Shogun. The pig, we afterwards 
learnt, Is believed to-be blessed 
with fecundity and further fa he- 
Hieved to be a messenger . of the 
Indian god whom the Japanese call 
Marishi-ten, a, vassal of the’ great 
Indra (Japanese name: Taishaku- 
ten) highly revered by military 
men. His Majesty, in the old days, 
breathed on the cakes and these 
wore distributed to officials, different 
colours going to different ranks. 
The explanatory note we received 
with the cakes, after lengthily 
describing all about the pig, Indra 
and so forth, wound up thus: “In 
short the cakes are Intended: to 
keep the visitors ‘secure from 
menace of attacks of fiery illness 
and to bestow on them great bless- 
‘ngs of health and happiness. by 
tasting the cakes!” So there! 
After the “maiko” had handed 
us cakes, an older geisha entered 
‘and, ot ‘a‘ little ‘shrine-like~ place, 
prepared, with. all.dua ‘ceremony, 


the tea which was whipped till it- 


literally was “the green froth of 
liquid jade.” ‘ This was Indled Anto 
shallow and snarrow bowl :

gravely, We were then ushored, 
along corridors and over connect- 
ing bridges, to another waiting 
room, more im consonance with 
Japanese ideas of architecture and 
furnishings. . Heve*some time glid- 
ed past placidly and we wera 
afterwards | conducted, through 
more corridors, to-the dance hall 
itaelf where pew-like spats were 
provided in a sloping gallery, Ba- 
low us, tn a ralled-olf. portion of 
the floor, .were the * gecond-class 
seata which were filled to the full. 
After waiting.a few minutes, a 
distant roar was heard. ‘The doors 
leading to the third-class ‘scats 
were opened and excited and engor 
Japanese of the poorer claases, 
some dragging two or three chil- 
dren along, mothers with babies 
bumping about on -their backs, 
rushed like: stampeding cattle to’ 
their places. In no time the whole 
hall was filled. : 
Exquisite Scenery, 

Announced py: the tuning of 
their instruments, the orchestra 
entered. They wore beautiful 
kimonos, in a cherry-blosaom 
motif, but in more subdued. colours 
than the garments worn . hy: the 
danseuges, : 

The stage sotting ‘w ‘was a marvel 
of swift precision, One scene 
merged into another before one’s 
very eyes with magical’ celerity. 
Sometimes a curtain rose and dis- 
closed the scene behind all ready, 
with the dancers posed; again it 
rippled to the floor and was drawn 
through a hole, Trees, mountaina 
and shrines rose and disappeared 
through the floor, yet nothing 
broke the spell. 


' The performance the writer at- 
tended had nine acts, or rather 
tableaux. In each Successive act, 


the scenery and scenic effects were, 


more magnificent than the preced- 
ing one. The scenery. of the 
Azuma Odort, Tokyo's counterpart 
of Kyoto's Cherry Dance, is very 
beautiful, but it is ‘poor by com- 
Parison, The artistry and realiatic 
beauty of the scenery used in the 
famous Cherry Dance, at Kyoto 
really beggar doscription, and at 
‘times it was hard to belleve that 
ithe trees and hills, the straw-that- 
ched cottages and revolving water- 
wheel, the temples and the cherry- 
blossoms, the old stone lantern and 
the ancient’ torii (religious’ em- 
blem), the autumn tints in .one 
scene and the snow-covered pines 
in another, .were nothing more 
than painted canvas .or artificial 
wood and stone. .The. authors of 
those scenes were certainly no 
mean artists, for the delineations 
were faultless alike jn colour and 
Perspective, and it required’ a keen 
eye to detect what, was painted 
background and er wag ‘standing 
out separately. © 

It was, however, ‘ih only the 
acenery itself that waa-so magnifi- 
cent; the rapidity with which com- 
plete changes of: scenery were 
made was also a matter for ad- 
miration and wonderment and 


spoke eloquently of the excellent 


mechani¢al appliances without 
which such ' incredibly rapid 
changes could, not .have been 
effected. “One. minute there would 
be a vivid and realistic autumna 
‘scene, depicting a narrow country 
lane leading off to wooded hills in 
the -distance, with quaint, old 
thatched-roofed houses on one 
aide of the lane and a rocky stream 
on the other. The next minute, the 
distant hills, the . autumn-tinted 
trees, the rippling brook, the rough 
stony road and‘the little thatched 
cottages had :disappeared, and. in 
their place’ was-an!.ancient Shinto 
shrine set amidst~ fantastically- 
twisted pines in a light mantle of 
snow, with women praying. ' 
Living Statuary, 

It is not always’ necessary for 
the danseuses or actresses to be on 
‘the stage. For instance, in “Moon- 
Nght in Ichtharano,”. one of. the 
most beautiful conceptipns the 
‘writer has ever seen, not a single 


person ‘appeared on-the stage, but’

The general impression was that of 
a line of moving, living statues— 
none of the gymnastics of Western 
ballet’ dancing, none of the show- 
ing of nether limbs, which the 
Japanese think to be both vulgar 
and ridiculous. Each movement 
was a: preliminary leading up to 
something more important and so 
on till the climax ia reached with 
the end of the dance, From 
‘posture to posture the. ‘artistes 
passed—ench. of them an amazing 
feat of grace and poise more close- 
ly akin to sculpture than to music. 
—N.C. Daily News.

Inscrutable. 


{At the All-India National Con- 
gress in Lahore, Mr, Gandhi's 're- 
solution demanding complete inde- 
pendence has been carried with 
only six dissentients.] 

Mr. Gandhi's title, “Mahatma,” 
supplies a key to the mystery of 
his lasting influence with the 
people of India, It is applied ‘to 
those who are considered. to have 
transcended the limitations of the 
flesh, and indientes that hé is re- 
garded by the ‘masses asa, giant 
rather than a political leader. 

Five years ago it seemed ° "that 
Mr. (Gandhi's power was on the 
wane; now he is once again ‘a 
tlominant figure. In  n country 
where asceticism is regarded ag a 
shining virtue, and where there 
seem to be as many begging priests 
and fakirs as‘there are workers, 
Mr. Gandhi is pre-eminent among 
those who practise and preach sim- 
plicity in life. His appearance is, 
at a first meeting, disappointing 
und uninspiring to a, Western 
mind, But one soon beyins to 
‘yense some of that personal mag- 
netism that_has made him the idol 
of the people. A first glimpse of 
‘him was after chis imprisonment 
and illness, when he emerged from 
retirement to address a big politi- 
cal meeting: in Bombay. He had 
been living ‘like sn anchorite at 
Juhu, near Bombay, a 
among Europeans for its beautiful 
palm-fringed beach. 


Outside the hall in Bombay there’ 


were nmazing scenes. Hindua of 
all castes—respectable clerka in 
their black pill-box hats, beggars 
and cripples from the gutter, and 
naked  children—made a4 vast 
sweating, struggling mass. Inside, 
in spite of the sweltering heat, the 
hall was packed from floor to ceil- 
ing. Now and again the droning 
voice of some fanatic would rise 
above tha babel, with “Mahatma 
Gandhi ki jai,” and there would be 
a deep-throated chorus of “jai.” 
(The Indian equivalent of "Gandhi 
for ever.”) 

Mr.'Gandhi was walking down 
the centre aisle, acknowledging 
the tremendous ovation with which 
he was grected with smiles and ‘an 
occasional saluam, . Hia only gar- 
ment was a loin-cloth of rough 
home-spun material, and his slight 
body was dreadfully emaciated, 
with the ribs showing through, , 


Banned False Teeth. 


_ His smile disclosed the fact that 
he -was practically toothless. He 
did not ‘wear’ false teeth~in 
public, at least--because of their 
foreign manufacture. He had a 
thin face, sunken . cheeks, and 
inscrutable cyes, His head waa 
shaven, and at the back he wore 
the usual! Hindu pigtail. 


When he rose to speak there was 
a profound hush from that great 
assembly. He spoke 
dialect, with a. swift, smooth flow 
of words, without . geatures or 
violent Janguage. The British 
translation sounded like a long and 
somewhat boring political oration, 
but his audience was moved to 
tremendous enthusiasm, At‘ the 
end he was garlanded with scented 
flowers, according to the pretty In- 
dian custom, ; 

’ Mr. Gandhi is revered by tho 
populace as, one would imagine, 
were the prophets of the Old 
Testament, They crowded around 
him, eager to catch a glimpse of 
him and, perhaps, to touch the hem 
of hia garment.

A BRITISH SPC SPORTSMAN. 
Rome, March‘ 19. 

Some thirty years ago a Briton 
called Goodley came on a short 
visit to Turin, but stayed over ten 
years, The ehief attraction seems 
to have been the well-known foot- 
ball agsoclation, Juventus; he, be- 
came trainer, and, Inter official 
‘referee, contributing greatly to the 
technical improvement of the 
game. A citizen remarked how |' 
“this phlegmatic young Briton, 
ignorant of our language, was suc- 
cessful in adapting the tech- 
nicality of the game to our tem- 
perament, and ‘to show. us how to 
play it’ by his own example. Good- 
ley was very popular everywhere; 
and,.when, in 1913, he announced 
his intention of leaving Italy for 
reasons of - his profession, a 
public subscription was _ start- 
ed, the quata being  twopence 
hal€penny, with the object, of 
presenting him with a, ‘gold 
chronometer. Over-anxiety to 
Suitably inacribe it delayed mat- 
ters,.and Goodley left without his 
souvenir, 

Efforts to trace him failed. The 
war came, and news reached Turin 
that he had died atthe front. 
With). Piedmontese accuracy the 
editorial staff set aside the throno- 
meter with these words printed on 
acard: “Watch destined for Mr. 
‘Goodley, perhaps dead.” But Good- ; 
ley waa very much alive; destiny 
had taken him to Russia, and after | 
many adventures and the loss of 
his fortune he returned to Britain 
to resume work. A few: days ago 
he reappeared in Turin, where he 
received a hearty welcome from 
many friends, The watch was 
found ina dusty corner of the 
office of the “Gazetta del -Popolo,” 
and was finally presented after a 
of seventeen years. The 
inscription runs :— 


A Henry Goodley, Auspice lo
